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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

Figures 1 A and 1 B should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art~ 
because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.121(d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. Claim 2 states that "the contacts with the regions to 

be connected are taken by conductive fingers substantially crossing the entire region 

with which a contact is desired to be established." The limitation is indefinite because it 

is not understood structurally how the contacts and conductive fingers are disposed in 

the component. The examiner will interpret the claim to mean that "contacts are 
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connected to conductive fingers, said conductive fingers substantially crossing the 
entire active region." 

Claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In re claim 6, the claim includes the limitation of "the substrate" beginning in line 
3 and in line 5. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In re claim 8, the claim includes the limitation of "the substrate" in lines 4 and 6. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Additionally in claims 8-14, the preamble contains the limitation of an "IGBT 
transistor." There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim since 
claim 1 does not mention an IGBT. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Disney 



(US 6,781,198 B2). 
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In re claims 1-5, Disney shows (fig. 1) a MOS-type power in which active regions 
(22b) extend to a surface (top surface) of a semiconductor chip substantially across an 
entire thickness (the active region crosses most of the thickness of the substrate and 
therefore extends "substantially" across it). Contacts (32) are connected to conductive 
fingers (24a-c), said conductive fingers substantially crossing the entire active region. 
The conductive fingers are metal (col. 4, lines 1-11). The junctions or limits between 
regions (22a-b) are arranged in planes or several cylinders that a perpendicular to the 
main surface of the chip. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Although claims 6-14 are rejected under 35 USC 112, there is no prior art 
rejection for these claims because they contain allowable subject matter. The claims 
would be allowable if the 1 12 issues were corrected and rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lizotte (US 6,229,194 B1), Yamaguchi et al. (US 2004/0043565 
A1), Tihanyl (US Pub. 2002/0063281 A1), Nitta et al. (US Pub. 2002/0040994 A1), and 
Kanai (JP 06-151863 A) each show MOS power components having active regions 
which extend substantially across the thickness of the substrate.
